PROSPECTUS. 


The object of the company is to purchase the lease of, and to work on a more extended 
scale, the well-known and valuable mineral property of Connorree, which for some years 
past has been worked successfully by individual resources for sulphur ore or iron pyrites, 
and now sends from 8000 to 9000 tons annually to Liverpool and other markets.

The ores consist of massive iron pyrites or sulphar ore, and small granular pyrites, 
a disintegration of the larger ore. The latter has the appearance of black oxide of copper, 
but consists of quantities of minute crystals of the sulphide of copper, and in bulk, as 
raised, contains from 1 to 144 per cent. of copper, 4 to 5 ozs. of silver, and averages 30 
per cent., or 6 cwts. of pure sulphur to the ton of ore The large lode of this ore, in the 
60 fm. level, is upwards of 30 ft. wide, and produced in many instances from 4 to 18 ozs. 
of silver; in 10,000 tons it has averaged 8 to 9 ozs. per ton. 

The lodes show themselves boldiy throughout the whole sett. The great quartz lode 
on the hill, in the townland of Kilmacoo, is upwards of 20 fms. wide from the north to 
the south wall. It can be traced many hundred fathoms in length, and a sink on the 
lode recently made has proved very satisfactory, the ground being most favourable, and 
presenting indications of copper ore rather than for sulphur ore. The water, at $ fms. 
in depth, was too quick in the sink to prosecute the trial without the aid of a smal! steam- 
engine, but fully justifying a further trial. 

In the townland of Kilmacoo, and immediately adjoining those of Connorree and 
Sroughmere, the lode crops out at the surface, showing a strong gossan back, with every 
indication of a large and productive lode in depth. The 35 fathom level, driven nearly 
150 fms. into Kilmacoo, now connects the new or eastern part of the mine with the old 
or western part. This level developed a large and promising lode, consisting of quartz, 
flookan, and in some places good bunches of sulphur ore, with spots or stones of copper 
ore. After extending this level for nearly a quarter of a mile, the 50 fm. level was driven 
east into Kilmacoo, and the lode intersected, where it is from 20 to 25 feet wide, very 
wet, and the water coppery. The lode at this point is composed of black shale and 
quartz, mixed with sulphur ores, having flookan to the north.

The water from the surface percolates through the various coppery and sulphury veins, 
and, mixing with the water in the various levels, falls into and is concentrated in the 
lowest part of the mine. This water holds a great quantity of copper, as well as sul- 
pharic acid, in solution, and forms a source of no inconsiderable profit tothe mine. After 
being discharged by the engine, the water is conducted through settling pits to wooden 
slides, or launders, which are filled with scrap iron and old metals, broken into small 
pieces, when the copper is precipitated on the iron, and being brushed off several times 
during each day falls into wooden hutches. The precipitate is dried on hot plates, and 
forms what is called precipitate of copper, which is extremely valuable. Between 20 
and 25 tons of thjs is made during the year, increasing or decreasing in quantity as the 
season may be wet or dry, averaging 36 per cent. of copper, and realising nearly £36 per 
ton.

After the strength of the water has been exhausted by the precipitation of the copper 
that was held in solution, a large quantity (about 60 tons per annum from the present 
limited workings) of oxide of iron, or yellow ochre, is deposited in the settling ponds, 
which from time to time is allowed to run off into the river, which may be turned to 
profitable account on the extension of the railway hereafter referred to. It is also now 
psy that the large amount of zinc in the water that runs to waste will be made a 





: of considerable profit. The analysis of the water, showing only 6% grs. of copper 
per gallon, returns a profit, whilst the zinc, 33% grs. per gallon, has hitherto been wholly 
neglected. This amount, or a greater portion of the same, can be obtained by precipita- 
tion by sulphuretted hydrogen gas, manufactured on the premises at a low cost, out of 
the poorer sulphur ores holding 2°14 per cent. of copper, and 214% per cent. of sulphur;

THE ACADIAN IRON, AND GOVERNMENT CONTRACT. 

Sir,—I cannot help thinking that the decision of the arbitrators on the 
question of the Acadian Iron Company with the Ordnance Department, 
as reported in your last Journal, is not based on very good grounds, if 
without reference to strength or adaptability for the purpose, but from its 
merely containing silicon, it is rejected. Has it not been that in their 
original contract for the sale of this pig-iron a stipulation was introduced 
that it should not contain silicon? If this were so, then its existence in 
the pig-iron delivered was a sufficient ground for its rejection. I am very 
strongly of opinion that no pig-iron is entirely free from silicon or silica. 
Ores of iron of every description contain silica in greater or less propor- 
tion. All fuels contain it; and I fancy few samples of limestone are found 
without it; and if this be the case, the operation of a blast-furnace, the 
fluxes used, the degree of temperature, the state of the atmosphere, the 
fluidity of the cinder, and half a dozen other things, which, from their 
nature, are subject to varying influences, must all be reduced to the most 
accurate regularity before this same silicon is got certainly rid of. 

The Acadian iron is, I believe, made in cold-blast furnaces, in which 
charcoal is the fuel. If this be so, the price at which it was sold was not 
an extraordinary one. I have smelted all the ores which are used in the 
Acadian furnaces ; and with a flux of the limestone of this district and the 
very lean clay ironstone of Harrington I made in our charcoal furnace a 
pig-iron of very good uality; and I presume the pig-iron delivered by 
them at Woolwich would not differ materially from that which I made. 
But, if I may venture an opinion in a matter in which so eminent a man 
as Wm. Fairbairn has pronounced a judgment, I should say that as che- 
mical analysis can give no indication of the density, atomic arrangement, 
or other physical and mechanical characteristics of a pig of iron, or a cast- 
ing from it, it ought not to be solely relied on, nor can I believe that it has 
been so in this case until I see the report in full. 

The company with whom I am connected are the oy, makers of char- 
coal pig-iron in Britain; and although the pig-iron of Russia, Sweden, 
and Norway, and that made at Porto-Novo, Madras, have all been tried 
against our make, we hold our own in the market, and have seldom to 
seek,4or orders. You well remember in the war with Russia how superior 

_jnssian guns were found to be in wear, durability, and strength to 
thoed with which our army and fleet were supplied ; and you would sup- 
that if our charcoal pig-iron, which so successfully competes with that 
of Russia, were used at Woolwich the result could not fail to be satisfac- 
tory. But an opportunity has been afforded ; our pig-ivon has been sup- 
lied there, and although I feel confident that there never was better pig- 
iron put into the hands of a caster, we are not favoured with any orders 
from the department. I should not be at fon loss to account for this if it 
has only been subjected to a merely chemical test, for I fear it may contain 
silicon, as the Lindal Moor hematite ore, from which it is made, does 
contain about 3 per cent. of this earth (little in comparison to other ores); 
and though we are most careful in the purity and proper regulation of 
the fluxes used, and the pressure and quantity of blast, and although our 
cinder is as fluid as milk and almost as transparent as glass, I will not 
attest to its freedom from silicon,—of which, by-the-bye, we do not know 
so very much yet—do we? My own notion is that, although the paternity 
of silicon may be a little doubtful, red tape in some of its stages is some- 
what akin to it. I believe that in this instance they have been on too 
intimate terms, and that our authorities cannot yet see the advantage of 
going in for a good article, but would rather stick to the old way, forgetting 
that the coke pig-iron of the present is not always quite so good as that 
which our grandfathers made, and that ordnance made from this coke iron 
now will not always prove sound, strong, and trustworthy.

UNDERGROUND MINING MACHINERY. 

Sim,—Great credit is due to ‘‘ Cornish Practical” for bringing forward 
a subject which has been too long neglected—Underground Mining Ma- 
chinery. I have no doubt there are many of your readers who entertain 
similar views to your correspondents, “ Cornish Practical” and “ Mine 
Agent” (South Wales), on mining machinery; and to repeat the words of 
the latter, ** I cannot imagine how in these days of improvement any en- 
gineer, or pitman, could for a homent dream of breaking even the slightest 
angle in a way so contrary to the laws of motion.” A circumstance I met 
with about 12 months ago relative to this question greatly s me, 
and I have no doubt its details will surprise many others whe have no ex- 
traordi pretensions as mining engineers. 

I was a shareholder in a valuable mine, where there was a powerful engine 
about to be erected, and attended a meeting of the adventurers, where the 
subject was discussed. The engine-shaft intersected the lode about 40 fms. 
below surface, and from the survey made for the shaft I discovered the 
underlie below that point to be about 4 {t.2 in.in afm. Imadé enquiries 
how it was intended to break that angle, and was told by the engineer 


with a single-limb hold-back bob, between 16 and 17 ft. long. I replied | }; 


that with 10-ft. stroke in the shaft, the angle could not be broken with 
that underlie (4 fm. 2 in. in the fm.) with any single-limb hold-back bob 
of that length, and condemned the principle nm Ae oy as, with “ Cornish 
Practical,” I consider them inconsistent with true mechanical principles; 
but to my surprise I found that the engineer was supported by the manager 
of the mine, and the latter referred me to a hold-back that had been at 
work for the last 30 years in another mine where he was r. Also 
a second and third hold-back bob in as many different mines were referred 
to, where they answered (to use his own words) admirably; in fact, could 
not be surpassed by anything. Such authorities were sufficient guarantee 
to the adventurers (amongst whom present were several mining captains), 
who expressed themselves satisfied with the remarks from their agents, par- 
ticularly as the engineer promised to send a model of the single-limb hold- 
back to the mine for inspection. On my next visit to the mine I was fa- 
voured with a sig t of that interesting piece of mechanism, and took its 
dimensions (which, perhaps, was not very satisfactory, as I had condemned 
it beforehand), and still retain it as an engineering curiosity. It is need- 
less to remark the great saving that might be effected by more careful at- 
tention to the erection of underground machinery generally, not only in 
the consumption of coal, tallow, oil, &c., but the prevention of lets and 
hindrances to general mining operations.

THE “MALACHITE NUGGET,” SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 








S1r,—Since your two last notices of the large nugget of malachite from 
South Australia, at the North Rhine office, I have amused myself by ana- 
lysing some portions of the said nugget, and find that the brown mass en- 
veloping the nugget contains, per qualitative analyses, the following substan- 
ces :—Iron, copper, and a trace of antimony, and actually contains 58} per 
cent. of silica; the copper held in it is over 8 per cent., and the iron about 
15 per cent ; other matters held in it I did not follow up, but they are 
alumina, &c. The green portion effervesces with acid; it, therefore, con- 
tains carbonic acid, and is consequently a proof of its being a true mala- 
chite, in the common acceptation of that word, which means the green of 
the marsh mallow, and used to designate green carbonate of copper. This 
specimen contains an average of 59 per cent. of copper.

AUSTRALIAN MAILS. 
Sir,—Notwithstanding the strong opinions pronounced in your influ- 
ential leaders on the Australian Mail Service, I trust to your impartiality 
to allow a word from the other side to be edged in. Whatever may be 


said of the other four routes of the Indian Ocean, certainly the last selec- 
tion does not seem to answer. ‘The first mail (Salsette) was 28 hours 
late at Suez, having been laid-to in one of the hurricanes off the Mauritius 
for 24 hours; the next mail broke down ; the third was several days late; 
and we have now another failure, as the Marseilles telegraph was due on 
the 2d. It may be as well to have this question more fully discussed, in 
anticipation of the committee announced by Mr. Gladstone, and with th 
view I forward you a report on the present route vid Suez, which has been 
laid before the directors of one of the parties applying for the new contract 
by the westward route. Several incorrect versions relative to the com- 
peting tenders having been circulated, it may interest you to have a cor- 
rect statement :— 

1, The Royal Mail Steam-Packet Company, whose shareholders very 
nearly refused their approval for this purpose. 

2. The Atlantic Royal Mail Company, headed by Mr. John O. Lever, 
to whose efforts in this direction Mr. Laing’s statement in the House of 
Commons, on Thursday night, was not very encouraging. 

3. The well-known John Rodney Croskey, lately connected with the 
European and American (the old General Screw) Company, of whom least 
said soonest mended. 

4. A company called the Australo-Pacific Company, with which Sir 
Morton Peto and Mr. Brassey were said to be connected, but on inquiry I 
find that the aay, having taken up with a new love, the Mersey, have 
gone off from the old. Sir Morton Peto never was interested but indi- 
rectly, as having a considerable stake in the Victoria Docks; and Mr. 
Brassey naturally ceased to be connected with that company when it was 
handed over to the Liverpool parties. 

5. Mr. Sheriff Pearson, of Hull, who is said to have made a good York- 
shire — with the Intercolonial (Australian) Company, alleged to be 
up for sale to any of the new parties who choose to buy a Yankee bargain, 
and failing to make terms, friend Zachariah is up to buy it himself. 

6. Mr. Joseph Cunard, of Arthur-street, London-bridge, by many sup- 
posed to be related to, and acting with, the renowned Sir Samuel of that 
ilk; but I have some grounds for supposing that Sir Samuel never had the 
slightest idea of tendering, although some of our colonial wiseacres fondly 
hoped to see him in the van of the contending rivals. x Fe 

In considering the probable regularity or irregularity of the postal line by way of the 
Mauritius, as competing with the projected Panama route, the first point to be considered 
is the circumstance of weather. It was an expedient of great importance to the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company to adopt this plan, because for the conveyance of mails from 
Aden to the Mauritius the amount of subsidy allowed would never pay for the risk and 
cost of the service, on,account of the very severe weather encountered constantly during 
the months of December, January, and February, and occasionally during other seasons. 
Therefore it was a necessity tor that company to dovetail on to the line some additional 
subvention which would pay for the employment of a class of ships adequate to face the 
hurricane months on that side of the Indian Ocean. The of their plan for the 
Australian mail offered that desideratum, for with the subsidies of the Indian and Mau- 
ritius mails, in round numbers about two-thirds of the way, the contract price of 
185,0007. gave them about 27s, a running mile for the passage between the Mauritius and 
Australian perts, and hence the illusion, which has misled the authorities to forego other 
eastern lines of more practical utility. But, apart from this special interest of the con- 
tracting company, who rejecting, as they boast in their annual report, the consideration 


voyage; that is,giving only three years for the life of the ship, but we consider it will be 
very lucky if there be not one ship lost every second year. This is not by any means 
excessive as compared with the proportion of risks to other ships, seeing that the mail 
steamers are bound to one constant course, whilst others are as free to avoid the regions 
where destructive cyclones are most to be apprehended, as to run irrespective of deviation 
or loss of time, which it is well known saves many a ship from foundering under a com- 
maander who comprehends the principles of rotating tempests. 

We have, therefore, only to d a perseverance in the plan of extending the 
Panama line from Australia to Singapore, not only with a view to the traffic from Ame - 
rica aud Australia to India and China, and vice versa, but with the ultimate object of 
the mail service to Europe, via Suez ; thus forming a grand junction with the system 
of the Peninsular and Oriental Company. The only question of doubt to decide in our 
mind is whether the extension should be by the Torres or Sunda Straits, the risks of 
either, though very different, being perhaps equal ; the former in consequence of the coral 
reefs and hazard of passing them, and the latter owing to the gales off Cape Leuwia, 
which may, however, be partially evaded by judicious conduct. 


THE MINING MARKET. 


Sir,—I beg leave, through the medium of the Mining Journal, to ex- 
press my high appreciation of the courteous terms used by your Dublin 
Correspondent towards myself, in reference to my letter on “Mining Quo- 
tations,” in your Journal of July 25, and to assure that gentleman that I 
neither intended to misconstrue nor to put a forced construction on his 
letter of July 4. I made an extract from his letter simply the text for mine. 

Talso beg leave to tell him, that if I possessed unbounded influence instead of none on 
the Mining Market I would have nothing whatever to do with another Mining Ex- 
change, —no price, no consideration, would induce me to do so; a conclusion I have ar- 

ved at from a sense of self-respect. Besides, I do not believe in the possibility of amal- 
gamating mining agents or brokers and jobbers into an honestly-united body for Stock 
Exchange purposes at any date this side the Millennium. 

Although the Share List of the Mining Journal is invariably published in honest 
faith, it cannot, I maintain, be implicity relied on; but still it does afford, along with the 
advertisements of the different brokers which from week to week appear in that Jour- 
nal, @ pretty fair criterion of what bona fide business is doing, and at what terms; and 
also what stock is not, although quoted in the list, dealt in on the market. Nothing more 
ingenuous could be desired than some of the mining agents’ advertisements. Again and 
again, until the desired effect has been produced, one party has been cautioning his nu- 
merous friends, and mining adventurers generally, not to buy dividend stock at the quoted 
prices, but to attend his Auction Mart, and cdinpete for the shares, of which a list is given ; 
and nothing would seem more fair than sales by public auction—indeed,among brokers 
knowing all about the stock offered for sale it must be the most reliable source of deal- 
ing. Another party, with of course the best of purposes in view, boldly invites all ca- 
pitalists, not excepting Punch (who publicly acknowledged his circular), to deeply invest 
in “ Cornish and Devon mining enterprise,” and particularly among the“ Buller and Bas- 
set group of copper mines,” and no bad district either. Others, again, do, no doubt, pub- 
lish as honest lists, with prices, and embracing a great variety of stock, as the most trust- 
worthy sworn brokers could give; whilst another party of great experience, but who can- 
not, however, solve the problem as to the influence of the war in Italy upon the Stock 
Exchange, but who has the happy faculty of finding “ sermons in stones and good in 
everything,” rides his hobby-horse free and easy, in patent leather boots, over an exten- 
sive range of mining country, all the while affording ample food for reflection, and not diffi- 
cult of digestion. Benignant old gentleman! may Ais soul rest in peace! And last, though 
not least of all, another party simply tells the world where mining business is trans- 
acted. And if to show, as it certainly does, that there is some common honesty to be found 
in the mining market, none of the agents advertising their business attempt to uphold the 
quotations of East Wheal Russell, but on the contrary, and evidentiy without collusion, 
per contra, represent that it is fast sinking into its proper position as a mine working at 
a large outlay, with the prospect of paying working costs indefinitely deferred, and 
thereby proving the soundness of what Mr. James Crofts remarked in December last as 
something almost incredible, and which gave rise to your “Caesar Borgian” leading 
article—i. ¢., that while Holmbush Mine, divided into 5000 shares, was only of the market- 
able value of 1/. per share upon an outlay of above 1800/,, and a nett profit upon that 
outlay of 4007. on two months’ workings, yet East Wheal Russell, with very doubtful 
prospects of paying costs, as is confirmed by the proceedings of their last general meet- 
ing, was quoted at 130,000/. total marketable value. 

Should I ever again become a dealer in mining stock, I may try as a philosophical 
experiment what “ shutting my eyes andjopening my mouth, and taking what the gods 
may send me” will do forme. But if your Dublin correspondent would not have any 
of his connexion act so hazardously, I would beg of him to give up all idea of a Mining 
Exchange -to put guarded trust in some well-recommended broker, and to consult the 
daily papers, a8 well as from week to week the Mining Journal. 

Your correspondent labours under an erroneous idea in supposing that dealers living 
in London have an advantage over those living in Dublin or elsewhere. I know from 
experience that those who go from broker to broker to serve themselves with correct in- 
formation find out, sooner or later, with rare exceptions, that they get as badly served as 
lawyers are said to be who have themselves for clients.

Feb. 15, the very best season for a run from Melbourne to Port Louis, carrying steady 
and stiff breezes with her the whole way, and arriving off the Mauritius under favour of 
the winds from E.N.E. to S.S.E., which prevail in February and March. It is stated 
that she was caught in a cyclone, and laid-to for 24 hours; but from thence to Aden she 
took with her a fair wind at S.E., which often commences in March, and we have no 
doubt she made the rest of her passage to Suez under favourable circumstances. On the 
return passage it will have been the reverse, and she will have had to steam head to 
wind all the way back, unless she were to run to the southward to about 35° south, to 
catch the south-west wind of that latitude, a course not to be thought of for a full- 
powered steamer. 

So far as our judgment can be formed on the experience of all who have navigated those 
seas, we anticipate that the result of this experiment will be as follows :—From April to 
Jane, and from Oct. to Nov., the passage from Australia to Suez will on the average be 
as good as that of the Salsette ; for the other seven months we believe that no other line 
in the world will be attended by the same risks of navigation. Irregularity would be 
as nothing to the loss of passengers, mails,and specie. The ships known and supposed to 
have foundered in the hurricanes of the Indian Ocean are too numerous to admit of doubt, 
and there are comparatively few vessels trading regularly to those seas that have not 
some log entry of being more or less disabled when caught in the gales to which we refer.

The directors’ report was then read, as follows :— 

The directors have much pleasure in meeting their members at the ninth anniversary 
of the society, and of laying before them a statement of the year’s business and accounts, 
which, they believe, will prove highly satisfactory, as indicating most encouraging pro- 
gress in the society's affairs. The period over which the accounts extend has been, like 
the preceding year, not without serious drawbacks to all assurance offices ; and although 
this society continues to transacta large amount of new business, it is highly probable 
that even the results attained would have been greater than those now reported but fon, 
these circumstances. The new premiums of the year have amounted to 4564/. 17s, 10dgsa) 
and the renewals to 18,7501. 10s. 2d.—together, 23,5151. 88.; whilst the income arising 
from interest and other sources amounted to 15/4/. 3s. 74.; making the total receipts of 
the year 24,869/. lls. 7d. The number of policies issued in the year was 294, and there 
were in force at the 25th of March last 1571, assurimg a sum of 644,139/. The full annual 
premiums at the present time exceed 25,000/. per annum. The claims during the year 
have been 20 in number, amounting, with bonuses thereon, to 7764/. 38. 11d. It is sa. 
tisfuctory to observe that the claims paid since the commencement of the company are 
below the amount provided for by the tables, proving conclusively that, where a suf. 
cient number of lives are assured, the mortality may be reckoned on with the greatest 
exactitude. After payment of claims and all expenses, the directors have been enabled 
to add 73901. 103, 94. to the accumulated fund, which now amounts to 35,232/. 18s. 64. 
As regards the expenditure of the year, the directors have given the subject their deepest 
consideration, and they cannot discover any further material reduction can be effected. 
They would remind the members that it is their expectation that the society wi)j 
transact a large business, and their arrangements are made in fartherance of this view. 
If the members support their own society by bringing new policies, the ratio of expendi. 
ture will soon so decrease as to become an unimportant item in comparison to jts re. 
ceipts. During the year the directors have availed themseives,ofghe powers conferred 
upon them by the last general meeting to issue a portion of the new guarantee stock 
This they have done to the extent of three-fourths of the amcunt authorised ; reserving 
the remainder for distribution among such members as might desire to participate in it 
The experience of the past year has satisfied the directors that a guarantee fund is 
most valuable aid in obtaining new policies. On the one hand the members of the 
society are secured the entire profits without deduction for pruprietors or any separate 
class, whilst they have a guarantee equal to any given by proprictary companies, Out 
of the Accumulated Fund the directors have this year created a Loan Keserve Fund and 
a Property Depreciation Fund. To the former will be carried ali office charges and fees 
upon loans, to be available for any losses that may from time to time be incurred in that 
department. The latter, increased annually by a similar sum and interest, will provide 
for the ultimate replacement of the amount standjng in the balance sheet as an asset 
under the head of Leasehold Property and Furniture. Upon this occasion Messrs, Belsey 
French, and Hawkins retire by rotation from the office of director, but being eligible for 
re-election, offer themselves accordingly. Mr. Saunders retires in like manner from the 
office of auditor, but being eligible for re-election, offers himself accordingly. As usual, 
the auditors have examined closely into the accounts, and have certified to their accuracy.

The auditors observe, with satisfaction, that the new business of the 
society continues to be well sustained. The general expenditure of the society for the 
past year, as compared with the previous one, exclusive of policy claims, which have 
been higher than the average, exhibits the satisfactory decrease of 3214/. 5s. 8d. It is 
proposed to liquidate the leasehold property account by the application of an annual per- 
centage from the profits of the society, and the auditors recommend that the amount so 
appropriated should be at once carried to that account, and so obviate the necessity of 
raising a fresh account. The auditors are pleased to observe that the sum of 11301. 13s 
has been set apart out of the profits for the contingency of losses arising out of loaus 
granted by the society. The auditors are of opinion that as the business of the society 
increases it is desirable that a larger surn should be invested in Government securities 
The old Guarantee Fund having expired, the amount standing at that account has been 
liquidated, and on the new fund subscribed a deposit of 7500/. has been paid up.—A.

The CHAIKMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, after a few preil- 
minary observations, expressed his desire, concurrently with his co-directors, to make 
the whole of the society's affairs, as clear as possibie to the policy holders, in order that 
they might fully understand what had been done. The policy holders would recollect 
that the directors’ reports on previous occasions were of a somewhat different character, 
inasmuch as they were rather verbose, whereas on the present occasion it was their 
good fortune to report results really achieved, which the directors trusted would be sa- 
tisfactory to policy holders. That had left him very little toadd. He was glad, how- 
ever, to find that all their Various correspondence and their communications with their 
members in the country, who are largely in the majority of those who are resident in 
the metropolis, seerned to be quite satisfactory, inasinuch as they concurred in inspiring 
confidence, and in showing the fact that the Kent Mutual Life Assurauce Society was 
becoming thoroughly established, and taking its position among the other respectable 
assurance societies. One of the directors that morning had put a question to him (the 
Chairman), as to the position of their society in reference to other assurance institutions 
— whether they had a right to be satisfied with the results attained? He could only say 
he knew no other society which had achieved the same results without two or three 
companies having been rolled into one. In nine years their society had realised annual 
premiums to the extent of 25,000/., without the assistance of a proprietary capital, and 
an accumulated premium fund amounting to 36,0007. He would be very giad to answer 
any question that members might think fit to address to the chair; and, in conclusion, 
begged to move that the report and accounts which had been submitted be approved. 
That the business of the meeting should not be hurried over, he would again say that if 
any member had any question to put, the directors were quite prepared to and desirous 
that such should be answered. 

Mr. EpMeston (auditor) seconded the adoption of the report, and bore testimony to 
the courtesy they experienced from the board, the manager, and, in fact, from all th 
officers of the society. The balance-sheet contained an exact statement of the company $ 
affairs; and the meeting would doubtless recollect that, on the principle of the mem- 
bers selecting their own auditors, two years since he was elected to that position. He 
was one of their own body, and in no way connected with the board; but he was bound 
to say that all their transactions were carried out in a most satisfactory manner, and he 
entertained a most sanguine expectation for the future of the society. 

A Member enquired what was the character of the expenditure of the 230/. set forth 
in the balance-sheet as prizes to agents? Was that an addition to their commission? 

The Cuainman replied, that the item to which the hon. member had referred meant 
exactly what it stated. The board had felt it very desirable to stimulate their best 
agents by a little extra reward and encouragement, and they initiated a scale whereby 
their best agents received a pro rata addition to the allowed commission. 

Mr. J. E. Sacnpers (an auditor), in testifying to the accuracy of the accounts, could 
not refrain from saying that they were kept with uniform care and attention; and he 
would unhesitatingly affirm that the balance-sheet was an unvarnished statement of 
facts, which showed the present position and futare prospects of their society. The 
auditors, in the discharge of their duties, were isted and ged by the board of 
directors explaining any difficulty that arose, and evinced a readiness to adopt any sug- 
gestion that the anditors felt it right to submit. The greatest assistance had also been 
rendered by the manager and the servants of the society, who had each afforded the 
utmost facilities in prosecuting the arrangements recommended by the auditors He 
should be happy to answer any questions relative to the accounts, although there wa 
no doubt such questions would be more ably answered from the chair. a. 

Mr. GILvort, in answer toa remark from a policy holder, thought it very desirable 
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at a high premium. 

The report and accounts were then unanimously approved. 

Mr. SavrH thoved, and Mr. Evans seconded, the re-election of Mr. Beleey as directo, 
which being put, was carried nem con. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the re-election af Mr. French as director.

Dr. BaLtakb thought it highly destrable in a mutual society that there sheaié P* 
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some change from time to time in the board of directors. It was necessary there should 
be an infusion of new blood. On the present occasion, however, he would not propose 
any alteration in the board. 

The proposition being put, Mr. French was declared unanimously re-elected director, 
as was also Mr. Hawkins. 

Mr. BeLsey responded on behalf of himself and his re-elected colleagues. He could 
pledge himself that each would do his utmost to advance the interest and further the 
prosperity of the society. There was one thing, however, which directors and mem- 
bers should each bear in mind,—that it was only in the proportion that the ciaims and 
advantages of their society were urged that they could calculate upon the continued 
measure of progress which had so signally marked their career. In these days of com- 
petition, and of rival societies, they must each “ put their shoulder to the wheel,” when 
there would be that degree of success and prosperity which would be a just matter for 
mutual congratulation. 

Mr. HAWKINS Was re-elected an auditor. 

Mr. GLLLotT proposed that the usual amount of remuneration be allowed to the direc- 
tors for their services during the past year, which was carried unanimously. 

The CHalkMAN thanked the members for the handsome manner in which, from time 
to time, they had received the services of the board. And he believed that if the mem- 
bers would contihue to support that society to the extent that the directors had done— 
and he made that remark without egotism—they would soon attain an enviable position. 
There were few offices without the assistance of a proprietary capital that could say at 
the end of the ninth year that annual premiums to the amount of 25,000/., and that 
36,0007. had been secured as an accumulated reserve from premiums. 

A resolation was then unanimously passed, in which the meeting pledged itself to 
support the society, end endeavour to increase its usefulness and prosperity. 

A special vote of thanks was then unanimously passed to the agents for their zeal and 
activity in advancing the interests of the society; as also to the medical officers and 
legal advisers of the society. 

Dr. Prrtakp (a director), in proposing a vote of thanks to the manager and the other 
officers of the company, said that men when young indulged in the most delicious theo- 
ries of means, measures, and principles; but as they grew older they gained a stronger 
appreciation of men; and although he worshipped a safe principle, he had a vast ap- 
preciation of a good man, A goud man was a valuable part of an institution; and he 
thought he could pick out a good man with something like certainty. It was his un- 
equivocal opinion that in their manager they had a very praiseworthy and excellent 
man, and to him should be ded their unb led thanks. 

Mr. Norton (the solicitor), in seconding the resolution, testified to the zeal and abi- 
lity of their present manager.—The resolution being unanimous’ y carried, 

Mr. Preston (the manager) sincerely thanked the members for their continued vote 
of confidence in him, and also on behalf the officers who served under him, each of whom 
was entitled to their best thanks for the efficient manner in which he had discharged 
his duties. It was a feature especially encouraging on those occasions to hear that during 
the year their conduct had given satisfaction to the board. The accounts of the past 
year, as compared with the results, must, he thought, be regarded as highly satisfactory ; 
but it had not been gained without a great amount of anxiety and toil. TheirChairman, 
one of the best in London, was continually giving his support and counsel—his tact and 
ability were considerable, which rendered what otherwise might sometimes be a burden 
at all timesa pleasure. He believed that the present epoch was a starting point, which 
with energy might in time bring them to the position of even the most prosperous Mutual 
Society. The guarantee fund had been an essential benefit during the past year. He 
begged, in conclusion, to thank them again for their kindness, hoping that at their next 
meeting they would also find matter for congratulation. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors having been unanimously accorded, 
the proceedings terminated. 





Tue Mixing Market.—We have received the following— 


From Mr. James Crorts :—The writer, in his letter of last week, enu- 
merated certain mines as on the eve of a rise in value, and he is encouraged by the fact 
of his prediction being remarkably verified to continue to draw attention to mines in 
the ascendent, hoping thereby to arrest and concentrate the public attention to a few 
instead of to # mass of mines, from which choice is difficult, in proportion as it is easy 
when a selection only is presented. The list of last week comprised Buller and Basset 
United, Kelly Bray, Wheal Grenville, Catherine and Jane, Wheal Charlotte, Wendron 
Consols, North Roskear, and Vale of Towy, out of which, it must be noted, and notwith- 
standing a flat market, Kelly Bray have advanced nearly 40 per cent., and Bulfer and 
Basset from 244, 2g, to 2%, 3. A considerable business has also been done in the re- 
maining mines above enumerated, Wendron Consols in particular, and no depression has 
taken place in any of the shares. Buller and Basset United held a meeting on Wednes- 
day, when there was shown a balance in hand of 1234/.; the report was such as to give 
a@ greater impetus to the shares, which may soon reach 344 or more in value, several 
holders who had of late pressed their shares on the market having realised. Kelly Bray 
holds out great expectations of a very valuable mine, and the dealings in the shares ap- 
pear to support the probability of its becoming so even within a short interval. The 
readers of the Journal are invited to watch the list of such mines as from time to time 
have special attention drawn to them, and special details given on their merits; and as 
au endeavour will be made to keep every doubtful concern out of the list, they may find 
it advantageous to test the writer’s recommendations, and his ability to lead them into 
no other than safe speculations. 

The prospectus of a rather important property at Ovoca, county Wicklow, Ireland, 
called the Connorree Mining Company, is now before the public, and is already finding 
great favour. It is in 50,000 shares (limited), of 1/. each—5s. payable on application, 
au another 5s. one month after allotment ; the remaining 10s. per share as wanted, but 
at intervals of not less than five months. The directory, although not numerous, is first- 
rate in character, and the mineral to be worked for is suiphur, or iron pyrites, of which 
#000 or 9000 tons are now sent annually from the mines to Liverpool; and it is, there- 
fore,a concern extensively in work, but still requiring more capital for its further deve- 
lopment. It is not only, as the writer judges, that the shares will on their merits alone 
bear a considerable premium that they are recommended, but as an investment it ap- 
pears they have equal claims to the attention of capitalists. Perhaps it may be super- 
fluous to add that the well-known mines of sulphur at Girgenti, in Sicily, which supply 
all the world, are a monopply of the Neapolitan Government, and the produce being so 
large, itis frequently made the vehicle of raising revenue by the imposition of addi- 
tional duties; whilst the present disturbed state of the Continent may lead any day to 
a similar result—a question, however, which can only be treated as a contingency which 
may or may not happen, but still worthy of mention, when it is stated that pyrites is 
the substitute for the native sulphur, and is of most extended use in a wide range of 
British manufactures, so as to inake its quantity in the market no object whatever. 

Drake Walls is a tin and copper mine, in 12,800 shares, at Calstock, Cornwall, and has 
paid 13s, 6d. per share in dividends, at present in “ abeyance,” but about to resume them 
probably at the next meeting, and, therefore, worthy attention at the present quotation 
of 1%. It is said to possess the most perfect machinery for dressing tin of any Cornish 
mine, but its successfil progress has been retarded, and dividends diminishe1, by the 
hard matrix in which the ores are found; but in depth the ground having been found 
more congenial, an inference is that dividends again commenced wi!! be continued. There 
has been 24,000/. expended on the concern, which appears to have been self-sustaining 
for about two years. Rosewarne and Herland dividend, on June 28, has been elsewhere 
reported as 20s. The accounts showed—Cost for three months ending April, 1340J.; 
tin sold, 2342/7. ; and 20s. dividend, left balance in hand, 112/. The report concludes 
with the following very satisfactory paragraph, and shows that to mix with other divi- 
dend shares in copper or lead the stock is a most eligible one :—* The prospects of the 
mine are very satisfactory, and although with new work and erections the expenditure 
will naturally increase, we calculate to return sufficient tin to cover it, and do as well 
for the shareholders in the next quarter as we have done for the past,” which is tanta 
mount to a “ promise to pay ” another 20s. dividend in September; whilst four such in 
# year would give an income of 33 percent. upona cost of 127. pershare. It can scarcely 
be expected, however, that the shares can long remain at so low a figure. Wheal 
Harriett has now been at work 10 or 12 years; it isin the excellent district of Cam- 
borne, in 5120 shares (copper), upon which nearly 20,0007. has been paid, and would have 
met with earlier success but for the exceedingly hard ground. Formerly it cost 18/. per 
im. to drive the ends, but at present the work is done for 11/. to 12/7. per fm., which will 
at once be seen is a most important change, and after many and serious fluctuations im 
value is now appirently taking a stand as a share to venture in with confidence. The 
report of the 2d ins’. states that the main lode in the 90 east produces 4 tons of ore per 
fm., and in the deep adit 10/. per fm. (improved by a subsequent report to 20/. per fin.) ; 
the rise in the back of the 90, 30/. per fm.; a stope in the 74, 10/. per fm. ; the wiuze 
below the 74, on the main lode, 207. per fm. ; another stope, 6/. perfm. Thus it appears 
that the ends and stopes are worth in the aggregate 106/. per fm. The agent concludes 
his Jast report —“ The mine, on the whole of our operations, never looked so well since I 
have been here.” On May 11 last the accounts showed the assets 600/.,and debts 545/., 
when a call of 2s. per share was made, equal to about two months’ costs. 

Hingston Down Consols (copper), in Calstock, Cornwall, 6000 shares, is a dividend 
mine in “ abeyance :” 24,0007. has been expended (a large portion tor machinery), and 
nearly 10,0001. paid back in dividends; the last was in Nov., 1856, of 2s. 6d. per share. 
It is now, after three years’ quietude, apparently working its way back to the Dividend 
List. The ground in the early progress of the workings proved very hard, and an ab- 
sorption of expenditure from this source alone stopped the dividends, and as much less 
is now paid for driving the costs will be nearer the averageof mines. A very full report 
has been made on the mine, dated July 1, by Captain Thomas Richards, the newly-ap- 
pointed agent, which shows that there is considerable wealth interspersed and available 
in the different levels down to 110 fms. in depth, the sum of which is that “the available 
ore ground, taking it down as deep as the shaft (110 fms.), may be estimated at 4000 tons, 
worth, at the present standard, 5/. per ton, or 20,000/.” The report concludes by an 
intimation that the explorations on the south part of the lode have not proved beneficial, 
and a transferance of the labour to the north part is strongly recommended as likely to 
inake a permanent and profitable mine. 

Wheal Reeth (tin), Uny Lelant, is in the small number of 240 shares, paid dividends 
up to August, 1852,and has paid in all 40/. 10s. per share. Upwards of 11,9007. has been 
spent, and as a mine which, it is now asserted, will not require any more capital, deserves 
immediates attention at the present low price of the shares, late accounts holding out 
strong expectations of such success as will warrant aconsiderable advance. East Gunnis 
Lake and South Bedford is in the progressive state (copper), in 4000 shares; nearly 
20,0007. has been expended. ‘The various stopes and ends are producing about 10 tons of 
ore to the fathom, and the other ends saving work. In this brief enumeration of con- 
cerns which the writer sincerely believes may all be ventured in, not only without the 
least risk, but with the certainty of profits, and, perhaps, considerable ones, in a few 
months, he will not pretend to infallibility, but by giving plain details, and unvarnished 
digests of the best reports and opinions accessible, he rather submits matter for conside- 
ration than recommends ; and whilst an enemy to losses in mining in every shape, he 
believes that by the selections he has made, and purposes continuing, the risk will be re- 
duced toa minimum, and if so a step will have been gained which the public will not 

fail to appreciate. 

There is a mystery hanging over Wheal Margaret affairs, in connection, as is under- 
stood, with a mine called Wheal Mary, and according to the imperfect information which 
is accessible to the public, the former mine has in the course of its workings been en- 
croaching on the ores of Wheal Mary, on which account the latter claims compensation, 
and it is said that Wheal Mary, feeling sure of her position in the matter, will apply to 
the Court of Chancery, and so orth. A week or two since Wheal Margaret shares were 
64, and saleable, at present they are offered at-50 to 55, without finding buyers, and it is 
expected they may recede still further. Whatis wanted by the mining public in general, 
and by the holders of Margaret shares in particular, is an explicit statement of the facts 
from the management of the mine, since in questions of this nature, which are, or may 
be, silently affecting, or undermining, the value of the property, every individual share- 
holder ought to be fully aware of his own position in the mine, and it is to be hoped that 
the information suggested will not bé a day longer withheld.

have advanced the shares from 81. to 111. ; the improvements are on three points—the 
celebrated 88, Homersham’s shaft, and in the 100.

From Mr. W. Lerean :—In our remarks last week we pointed out the 
possibility of a peace between the contending powers in the following words :—*“ And 
we have no doubt, now the Austrians are well beaten, they will ere long be@airly driven 
out of Italy, aud peace be proclaimed (say in another month) ;” and this morning (Fri- 
day) it is announced that an armistice has been agreed upon. Thus in one week, in- 
stead of a month,as we predicted, tlisfeartul contest has been brought to a close. It is 
obvious to our readers that this cessation of hostilities wi!l affect our markets very ma- 
terially, and all good mine shares be eagerly soughtafter. Consols, which closed yester- 
day at four o’clock at 94%, 14, opened this morning at 94, 14, 34, and soon aft r advanced 
to 94%, 95, and closed at four o’clock at 945g to 44. Yesterday morning East Russell 
shares were 714 to 34, and remained at that price all day ; but at four o'clock a sudden 
rise took place, there being buyers at 9/. for money, and for the next account 10/. Thus 
in about one hour this extraordinary mine advanced 12,000/., just the price of a great 
many rich and valuable mines in Cornwall. We would ask what there is in the mine to 
make it worth 48,000/.? The tin sales in Holland yesterday went off well, and prices are 
likely to advance. The standard for copper ore has advanced also, and, consequently, a 
demand for good stock. In addition to those named last week, we would add North 
Basset and South Frances, Providence Mines have advanced from 64 to75. St. Ives Con- 
sols is looking well, and shares sought after at 45 to 4744. Buller and Bertha have been 
in great demand during the week at 444 to 44; the operations here are being carried on 
vigorously. The 22 is set to six men at 2/. 10s. per fm. ; the lode is composed of flookan, 
prian, quartz, and mundic. Here the chances are ten to one in favour of a first-rate spe- 
culation at the present low price of 5000/. for the mine. 


From Mr. Epwarp Cooxe :—A much better tone has prevailed in the 
market during the week than for some time past, and those who have taken advantage 
of the low prices of good mining shares will soon be enabled to realise large profits on 
their purchases. It is with much pleasure the writer refers to his observations a few 
weeks since on the probable chances of an early advance in the standard for copper 
ores; a considerable rise actually took place at the Ticketing yesterday at Camborne, 
which has produced a very favourable change on the market generally. The most ex- 
citing matter, however, has been the sudden upward reaction in the price of East Wheal 
Russell shares, cousequent upon an improvement in the 88. Although much disappoint- 
ment has been felt at not meeting with the ore in this level at an earlier period, great 
importance must be attached to its being now met with, as it tends to establish the fact 
of the rich bunch of ore in the winze “ sunk below the 66” holding down. The lode in 
the 100 has also been met with by cross-cut from Homersham’s shaft, and promises to 
add another important feature to the mine. It is to be hoped that the improvements 
here noticed may prove to be of a permanent character, as this mine, having been so 
prominently before the public for such a long period, has become an object of great atten- 
tion, and nothing scarcely, as stated by the writer in previous remarks, would conduce 
more to the benefit of the mining market generally than the real success of Fast Wheal 
Russell. Kelly Bray shares have been largely dealt in at 3% to 344, a rise in price that 
is fully warranted by the bona fides of the mine. 

West Seton, owing to the depressed price, have been largely dealt in, and will attain 
a much higher figure soon. Tolvadden are also enquired for, and justly so, seeing that 
they are now to be bought some 20s. per share lower than afew months since, while the 
mine, it may be truly said, has advanced ir intrinsic value some thousands of pounds. 
These remarks are made without fear of contradiction, and will be borne out by facts 
arising from the future sales of ore. The manager acted wisely in waiting for better 
prices, and sampling only 500 tons for the two months instead of 600 to 700 tons, which, 
no doubt, could be raised without difficulty. Central Minera has not yet attracted much 
attention from the mining public; it will, however, soon take its position among the 
mines that are now making recular sales of lead. We are giad to find that a call of 5s. 
per share has been made, in order to put all matters in connection with the working of 
the mine in proper shape, while the parcel of lead that will be sold in about a month will 
be a good asset in favour of the company. It will not be saying too much, according to 
present prospects, to state that the mine will soon appear in the Dividend List. Holm- 
bush shares are very cheap. The mine under a spirited management will soon be in a 
better position. Wheal Harriett have advanced from 13s, to 21a. 6d., buyers. The mine 
has not been in a more favourable position for some years. In conclusion, I would urge 
my readers who have capital to invest, to lose no time in making their investments, as 
with peace, which really appears probabie at no distant period, an increasing demand for 
metals of all kinds will ensue, thereby increasing the profits of productive mines. 


From Mr. R. Trepinnick:—The tone of the mining share market has 
evidently improved, confidence is already partially, and likely soon to become per- 
manently, restored; the trade and commerce of the country is undoubtedly sound and 
advancing, both as regards character and extent of business transacted.

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THE COAL TRADE. 
Tn moving for leave to bring in a bill to amend the Foreign Enlistment 
Act, in the House of Commons, on Tuesday, Mr. W. Digby Seymour 
stated that he particularly wished to amend the seventh section, which 
dealt with privateering, and enacted that no such ship should be used as 
a store-ship. He did not complain of the enactment against privateering, 
but he said that the words with respect to store-ships were so wide that 
they caused great doubt and difficulty to the mercantile community. He 
believed that the statute was only intended to apply to ships fitted out 
here as privateers. He would put a case which would show the effect of 
this statute. If coal be contraband of war, as it had been declared by the 4 
Government Gazette at Vienna, then every vessel which left England 
under contract with the French Government would be amenable to this 
enactment, and be guilty of a misdemeanour. He believed that it would 
be better to leave questions like this to the law of nations. Besides, that 
Act was open to many difficulties and contentions, and upon these various 
grounds he asked leave to bring in this bill. He ought to state one fact in 
reference to this matter, and that was that this Act fettered the English 
shipping, and threw the trade into the hands of American shipowners, Sir 
C. Lewis, in reply, observed that it was the duty of a neutral nation not 
to interfere or to give assistance to either of two belligerent powers. At 
the time of the passing of the Act such was the recognised rule of all civi- 
lised nations, and as such it was acquiesced in by the United States. He 
believed that the principle was acknowledged in the laws of those States, 
though he could not say to what extent. Such being the origin of the 
Act, it was furtherto be remarked that it had been the law of this coun- 
try since the year 1819. In these circumstances, a war breaking out, 
her Majesty’s late Government properly advised the Crown to issue a 
proclamation, calling the attention of the country to this very statute. In 
this state of the case, the Hon. Member now asked the House to alter this 
law ; in fact, as appeared from his statement, actually to repeal the sec- 
tion to which he referred. If this were done, a merchant might fit out 
a vessel for the service of France, or Sardinia, or Austria, in any English 
port. He (Sir C. Lewis) confessed that, even if the principle advocated 
by the Hon. Member were good, which he utterly denied, it would be most 
improper to bring in a bill on the subject at the present moment. To do 
so would be to cast a doubt on that neutrality which we had heretofore 
observed so strictly, and under these circumstances he felt it his duty to 
oppose the introduction of the bill. The motion was ultimately withdrawn. 

The usual annual return of the shipments of Coal, &c., from the various 
ports of the United Kingdom, during the year 1858 (with the compara- 
tive figures for 1857) has just been issued. The shipments coastwise were 
from Sunderland, 2,197,285 tons in 1858, against 2,149,190 tons in 1857; 
from Newcastle, 2,076,850 tons, against 2,091,372 tons ; from Hartlepool, 
1,212,981, against 1,153,562; from Carditf, 592,745, against 542,571 ; 
from Newport, 475,335, against 522,047 ; from Maryport, 329,459, against 
337,338; from Llanelly, 280,926, against 333,099; from Swansea, 240,700, 
against 279,407 ; from Irvine (Scotland), 242,321, against 241,180 ; no 
other port shipped more than 200,000 tons. The total shipments coast- 
wise were 9,525,811 tons in 1858, against 9,533,676 tons in 1857. With 
regard to the exports beyond sea, the total quantity shipped in 1858 was 
6,529,483 tons, against 6,737,718 tons in 1857. Newcastle shipped 
1,863,718 tons in 1858, against 1,914,665 tons in 1857 ; Sunderland, 
990,676, against 1,037,222 ; Cardiff, 798,741, against 919,877 ; Hartle- 
pool, 530,852, against 520,583 ; Liverpool, 474,718, against 513,794 ; 
Swansea, 269,084, against 245,442 ; Shields, 245,362, against 275,933 ; 
Newport, 208,043, against 187,338; no other port shipped more than 
200,000 tons. 

In the London Coal Market the demand has been steady, prices re- 
maining about the same as last recorded. A fair number of ships have 
been at market each day, and a good clearance has been effected. The 
principal feature of the week has been the presentation, yesterday, of a 
memorial to the Home Secretary, on the subject of the London coal dues, 
by a deputation of Members of Parliament and manufacturers. The de- 
putation was introduced by the Hon. G. Byng, M.P. for Middlesex. 





Tue Coat Trape ar Martta.—We learn from Malta, that between 
June 12 and 24 as many as 9450 tons of coal had dropped in there by 24 
vessels, of which eight were from Cardiff, five from Newcastle, four from 
Shields, Hartlepoal, and Sunderland, one from Hull, three from Liverpool, 
two from Troon, and one from Neath, which arrivals have had the effect of 
bringing down prices to 33s. to 35s. for Cardiff, 30s. to 32s. for Newcastle, 
and 24s. to 30s. the ton for Liverpool, Scotch, and other less sought after 
qualities.

Bristo. Mining Scnoor.—A lengthened and practical examination 
of the students in this very excellent institution took place, as announce.', 
on June 27 and the following day ; and we understand the examiners— 
Prof. Ramsay, and Messrs. Lionel Brough and G. C. Greenwell—were 
fully satisfied with the manner in which it passed off, many of the pupils 
exhibiting a considerable amount of knowledge on the interesting occasion. 
The utility of schools of so practical a character as this has been frequently 
pointed out, and the benefits which must accrue to mining from their ex- 
tension to every mining district can scarcely be over-estimated ; it is, 
therefore, surprising that so little should yet have been done elsewhere 
than in Bristol to develope so promising a scheme. It is not such an 
education as will ensure the student the ‘men distinction of “ Civil 
Engineer” that is required, as the class that could hope to benefit by such 
an honour be far more likely to attend lectures at college than at a 
mining school; and it would, therefore, not be unreasonable to predict 
that wherever a school based upon these elevated notions may be esta- 
blished it will meet a similar fate to that at Truro, and as signally fail to 
effect the objects for which it was intended. 





Tae “ Maracuite Nueeer,” Souta Ausrratia.—Since the publica- 
tion of last week’s Journal, we have had an opportunity of examining the 
monster stone of copper recently arrived from A ia, and now in the 
offices of the North Rhine Mining Company, 1, Charlotte-row, Mansion 
House. It is certainly a magnificent specimen of carbonate of copper, 
and, therefore, strictly ‘‘ malachite,” but very little of it is so hard or mam- 
milated as precious malachite; it is, however, one of the noblest specimens 
ever imported into this country, even from South Australia; the matrix 
attached to it is carbonate and sulphide of lime. The huge mass should 
be placed under a glass shade and carefully preserved, as it really is a 
valuable proof of the amazing productiveness of this colony. The stone 
has been coreaony mounted, so as to have every part visible for minute 
examination. We would, however, suggest that the most fitting situation 
as a final resting place for so noble a metallic specimen would be at the 
School of Mines, Jermyn-street, where it would be not only an object of 
admiration to the uneducated, but one of instruction to the scientific. The 
courtesy of the manager of the North Rhine Mine, however, permits the in- 
spection by the curious in such subjects, by an application at the offices.

Nothing was found out until Otiver’s delinquencies came to list, and then the original 
holder of the 1000 shares, who passed the blank transfer to Oliver, applied to the com- 
pany to be put on the register as the proprietor of the 1000 sharcs improperly disposed of 
by Oliver. The case has already been made the subject ofan action, which is now in this 
position —that the company prayed the Court to make all the per. ons who held any portion 
of the 1000 shares parties to the suit. The Court granted this application, and now the 
holders of these shares find themselves suddenly involved in « law suit, under circum- 
stances which they had no means of foreseeing or guarding against. The hardship of 
the case is not only the harassing business of law, but in case the action should go against 
them that they will have to come upon the dealer or broker, or party from whom they 
obtained the shares, for restoration of the money. The Stock Exchange appear to think 
that the law is somewhat defective in allowing a party to take advantage of his own 
wrong, assuming blank transfers to be illegal, and to put innocent holders to trouble 
and expense.

We find that the 
figures given in the Journal do not agree with each other: thus, in the Journal of 
June 18 the mean price of ore copper was stated at 92/. 4s. 9d., instead of 87/. 1ls., which 
appears to be correct according to our mode of calculation ; for 1552 tons of British ore 
of 944 produce gives 143°56 tons of fine copper; and 1907 tons of foreign ore, of 164 
produce, gives 309°88 tons of fine copper—together 453°44 tons. Then, 39,503/. 11s. 6d. 
divided by 453-44 gives as the mean price of the ton of copper bat 87/. L1s., and not 
921. 4s. 94.,as you state. Again, if we seek the amount of money : from the average 
Produce and average price per ton, we likewise find a discrepancy for 3459 tons, at an 
average price of 11/. 4s. 6d., give 39,5192. 1s. 6d., instead of 39,5037. lls. 64. We 
should feel obliged if some of yourcorrespondents would give more precise details as to 
the simplest method by which your results may be arrived at.—EsTIvaNT FRERES.

GEOLOGICAL RAMBLES THROUGH THE MINING 
DISTRICTS OF SOUTH DEVON.—No. I. 

The mining districts of South Devon reach eastward from the Tamar to 
the Teign, a length of about 30 miles. South and north they extend 
about the same distance, from near the sea to a point a little north of 
Okehampton, beyond which the strata gradually merge into the culm mes- 
sures of the northern part of the county. Nearly in the centre of this are 
protrudes the great granite range of Dartmoor, having a length of 22 miles 
from north to south, and an average breadth of from 12 to 15 miles. 

This granite range is overlain in its southern part by Devonian, and om 
its northern part by carboniferous, strata, which about the middle gra- 
dually merge into each other. East of the Teign, towards the Haldon 
Hills, and south of the Teign estuary, towards Torbay, these ancieut 
sedimentary rocks are overlain unconformably by the new red sandstone 
and secondary strata. A tertiary deposit, known as the Bovey lignite 
beds, occupies the lower part of the basin of that river between Newton 
Abbot and Bovey Tracey. 

The Devonian rocks of South Devon are of that mineral character 
usually distinguished by the mame of clay-slate, and occur in all the 
various types which characterise sedimentaty deposits of that nature. 
Their mineral composition varies from an almost purely argillaceous to 4 
highly arenaceous type, and their structure is equally diverse, alternatiug 
from a flaggy to that greatly altered structure which characterises the 
rock known to miners as killas. These Devonian rocks are interstratified 
or penetrated on the southern and south-eastern skirts of the moor by 4 
great band of limestone or trappean rocks, reaching from the neighbour- 
hood of Newton and Torquay, where the limestone has an immense deve- 
lopment, westward to Plymouth, where that rock equally preponderates. 

The metalliferous portions of this area include the Sarmaeer granite, 
and the clay-slate country surrounding it for a width not exceeding two 
miles. In the Tavistock district, on the western side of the moor, the 
metalliferous clay-slate country has more than double this width; but then 
its western frontier, including the Devon Great Consols and its neigh- 
bouring mines, is not geologically connected with the Dartmoor range, 
but is in that sense related to the Hingston Down granite, which protrudes 
on the Cornish side of the Tamar, extending, however, across the bed of 
that river, just into the county of Devon. In addition to this metalliferous 
country, an iron-producing tract is traceable, at intervals, round the south 
coast from Brixham to Salcombe. 

_ These metalliferous tracts may conveniently be divided into the follow- 
ing districts :— 

1.-. The Dartmoor district, including the whole of the granite country of the mor, 
producing tin. 

2.—The Tavistock district, including the country from the Tamar to the moor, ¢3« 
tending north and south from the Thistle Brook, north of Bridestow, to the Plym. This 
is the great copper producing country of Devonshire, and also comprises the rich lead 
mines of the Tamar. 

3.—The OKEHAMPTON district, extending on the north of the moor, from the Tavistock 
district to the River Teign. This is not a district of any present importance, although 
it contains points of promise. 

4.—The Cunistow district, reaching from Dunsford south to Bovey. An important 
lead country, including Wheal Exmouth and other well-known mines. 

5.—The Asupurton and BuckrastT.eron district, comprising the whole of the easteri 
side of the moor from Bovey to South Brent. A copper, tin, and iron district of 4 rising 
character, although it does not include any dividend mines. 

6.—The Pirmrtow and Ivy Brrper district, comprising the country between South 
Brent and the River Plym. The mines in the parish of Plympton are of some note, 
include Wheal Sidney, Old Bottle Hill, and others. 

7.—The SovtH Coast Inow district, extending at intervals from Brixham to the m¢ 
tamorphic rocks of the Bolt and Start. 

The metalliferous produce of these districts is copper, tin, lead, zinc, and 
iron: the non-metallic mineral produce is principally China-clay and gr®- 
nite. Manganese used formerly to be extensively worked, but is now ¢ 
glected. The produce is very great, exceeding, in 1857, the value of 
220,0007. The tin mines, although by far the most ancient, and of great 
importance in former days, are now of comparatively trifling value, the 
entire produce in 1857 scarcely exteeding 70007. The lead and zine pro 
duce is respectable, reaching, in 1857, about 35,0007. in value. The iron 
mines are only new, but they are reported to be of great promise. T:

It so happens 
that all are either seller or purchasers at the same time, and in each case 
when the contrary course should generally be followed. But the chief 
object of an investor should be to be guided by the intrinsic merits, and 
the present state and prospects of each concern. ‘Those that may be now 
doing the best—perhaps paying the highest rate of dividends, or making 
the beet returns—may possibly be the dearest to invest in. The pro- 
spective changes that may be looked for, and the degree of permanency 
which may be reasonably anticipated, are really the most important ele- 
ments to consider. Mines which are making large profits are selling at 
proportionate prices, and if they fall off in productivencss they will natu- 
rally become less valuable, and thus reduce the capital that may be invested 
in them fully as much as the dividends they may have paid the holder. 
It is evident, therefore, that neither the present state of a mine nor its 
value in the market should be the principal guide to persons seeking the 
most advantageous investment, 








SOUTH AUSTRALIA—ITS GEOLOGY AND MINERALOGY. 
The following extract from an official despatch of the Governor of South 
Australia to Her Majesty’s Secretary of the Colonics, accompanied the 


subjoined report of Mr, Trewartha, on the Mineral Districts of the Colony 
north of Adelaide: — 


I have now the honour of forwarding a report from Mr. Trewartha, the Government 
Mine Surveyor, of the various mineral sections which have underzone his examination. 
Mr. Trewartha’s report appears to me to be of great interest, for irrespective of tlie sur- 
face indication of minerals on the particular lands which he specifies, his general obser- 
vations are corroborative of the great probability that well-directed enterprise will be 
rewarded by fresh discoveries of deep supplies of metals, as copiotis and as rich as those 
of the Burra Burra, Mr. Trewartha states that there is a great siutilafity in the whole 
crystalline structure of rock, and of the general character of the country alicut 100 miles 
from Adelaide ; also on the Emeu Flats ; also on the Wakefield River; also ticat the 
Kapunda Mine ; all north of Adelaide. REPORT, 


On Emeu Fiats.—The mineral ground ts situated ina long range of hills. The ore 
discovered is a lode about 20 in. wide, apparently opening wider a» it descends,and esti- 
mated at 40/. per fathom. On the surface of the ground which has been opened are lying 
large blocks of good ore, consisting of copper pyrites, grey sulphuret of copper, réd oxide, 
and blue and green carbonate, embedded in quartz and sandstone, carbonate of lime, 
and iron. 

On THE WAKEFIELD River.—I have from the first entertained » high opinion of this 
ground, which cottsists priticipally of White clay, simtiilaf to thal i¥liich is found at the 
Burta Burra and at the Kapunda Mines. ‘To the south of the river { fotird » specimen 
of grey sulphuret of copper. 

Ow THE NortH Ruine.—The minerals discovered run in a nort! and south direction. 
The lode is close to the bed of the river, of good quality, and varying in width from a few 
inches to sevetal feet. ft consists of gteen arid blue carbonate of copper, oxide of iron, 
and quarts, About for thiles from the last-menttotied lode 1 disecrared a large lode of 
copper and iron ; it is about 3 ft. wide, and may be seen in several places cropping out 
at the surface. The whole country in this neighbourhood is of a nature cotigenial to 
metallic minerals. The chief mineral which I have ascertained to exist in the colony is 
copper, and is found more or less in all the rocks. It is impossible to go a mile without 
meeting with indications of copper, either as a carbonate, ait oxide, or a sulphuret ; in- 
deed, the abundance of this ore, and the variety of cifetimistances tinder which it is found, 
must be surprising to all whoare acquainted with copper mines. ‘Thé crystalline struc- 
ture of the rocks is in a north and south direction; and though from the surface appear- 
ances, and the apparent irregularities of the rocks, superficial observers may be led to 
attribute the unsettled state of the minera!s to volcanic eruptions, or some unknown 
disturbance, yet an attentive observation of the various hills of our colony will show 
that there is a striking similarity in the whole structure in a north and south direction, 
subject to occasional distortion, bending a little to the east or west, but, on the whole, with 
remarkable regularity. We are thus led toconclude that the minerals are not distributed 
at random, but are subject to the influence of some natural law, whether polarity, 
electricity, galvanism, or magnetism, or electro-magnetism ; and I have little doubt that 
some or all of these agents were employed in forming, by chemical operation, the whole 
of the subterraneous treasures found under various circumstances. 

The principal rocks which are found in South Australia are :— 

1. Limestone, which is found in every direction in great abundance. 

2. Clay-slate of various kinds, which is also very abundant, and often mixed with 
other rocks. 

3. Felspar, which is found mixed with slate, and massive. It is also found mixed 
with mica, and often with the oxide of iron. 

4. Gritstone in great abundance, found in masses, and also in « decomposed state in 
the shape of sand. This is one of the most important rocks of which I shall have to 
speak in reference to metallic metals. 

5. Quartz is found in every direction, and cutting through the various strata at 
every angle. 

6. Gneiss is found in several parts of the country, in connection with other rocks. 

7. Mica-schist, which somewhat resembles gneiss, is often found mixing with the 
surface formation. 

8. Grauwacke, as far as 1 have been able to examine, prevails on the highest hills, 
with the exception of Mount Remarkable, which consists principally of gritstone. 

9. Granite, as far as | am aware, is only found in two distinct localities—at the Reedy 
Creek and on the North Road. (districts. 

10. White clay, approaching nearly to pipe-clay, is found in and near to the best mining 








THE SOUTH YORKSHIRE COAL TRADE. 

During the past few years, and chiefly through the continued exertions 
of the Great Northein Railway Company, the demand for Yorkshire coal 
in the London market has been gradually increasing, and a movement is 
now being made by two or three of the owners of collieries in the Barnsley 
district still further to develope the trade of the locality by the establish- 


ment of a separate agency in London for the sale of their coal. In the 
Mining Journal of June 11 we announced that the directors of the Great Northern Com- 
pany had acceded to the wishes of those coalowners whe entertained the opinion that 
it would be more advantayeous to the South Yorkshire trade if the railway company 
were to give up their position as coal merchants, and act as common carriers only ; and, 
with a view to commemorate the alteration in the system of trading, an excursion to 
the Barnsley district was arranged for Wednesday, invitations being presented to nearly 
800 persons connected with the London cual trade by the owners of the Edmund Main, 
Lund Hill, and Oaks Collieries, with the idea that the interest attaching to an opportunity 
of seeing the source of supply and mode of working (in the pit) would be the most effectual 
means of impressing on the memory the particulars respecting the merits of the coal, so 
freely given by the working colliers. 

The Lund Hill Coiliery has, unfortunately, gained a celebrity through the fearful ex- 
plosion in 1857, which resulted in the sacrifice of 192 lives; but as this celebrity has ex- 
tended only to the working of the mine, few thinking of the quality of the produce, publi- 
city is as necessary for the Lund Hill, in order to create a demand for the coal from that 
pit, as for any other colliery ; and as the produce of the various South Yorkshire collieries 
is to be sold with the name of the colliery, and unmixed with any other coal, 
it is evident that the success of each coalowner who aspires to supply the London mar- 
ket upon the amount of publicity given to the name of his colliery and the cha- 
racter of the coal produced. The Lund Hill Colliery was the first visited on Wednesday, 
and a large number of gentlemen and ladies descended to inspect the workings. The 
depth of the pit is 226 yards, or rather more than \% of a mile; yet, when the six persons 
ready to descend are in the cage, and the signal given, they are dropped with such ra- 
pidity that in less than two minutes they arrive at their destination—the bottom of the 
pit—the trip being infinitely more pleasant than passing through a railway tunnel of the 
same length. 

The descent into a coal mine creates {n the mind of a thinking Cornishman no small 
amount of jealousy, and he feels half inclined to vent his rage upon the first “ foreigner” 
he meets below, because he is so much better provided for than his own fellow-workmen 
in “ the county,” who are half exhausted after 100 fms. running down ladders, instead of 
being taken to their work in the most comfortable manner, and full of energy. From the 
pit-eye the hanger-on (an intelligent young man who has a fair acquaintance with the 
thickness of the seams, the kind of lights in the several collieries in the district, and no 
hesitation in telling you that their pit is the safest about, because they are so strict since 
the last explosion) sends you to the lamp-room, where you are hanced a “ Geordie,” and 
then inspect as much of the workings as you feel inclined, or rather as the time allowed 
at the colliery will permit you. On thinking of the time taken to pump the water out 
of the pit the majority are surprised to find the level as dry as a London coal-cellar, and 
certainly not more uncomfortable, there being an excellent current of good air in every 
part of the mine. 

The first object which attracts your attention is the ventilation 
approach through treble air-doors, but although the men attending 
ably enough, you are soon glad to

Mr. St. Aubyn, of Clowance; Dr. Smith (chairman of the Cornwall Rail- 
way Company), and many of the influential inhabitants of Camborne are 
on the committee, which also includes the names of Captain J. Vivian, of 
North Roskear ; and Captain Charles Thomas, of Doleoath, with power to 
add others. The Rev. W. P. Chappel, rector of Camborne, expressed a 
hope that a fair proportion of the working miners of the district would be 
addei to the committee, and said that he considered the muscle, nerve, and 
intelligence of that class would furnish the right sort of material for form- 
mg goo members of the proposed rifle corps. In this the rev. gentleman 
Is probably correct, and we may expect to see as smart a rifle corps raised 
at Camborne as in any part of the county, or perhaps of the kingdom. 
There are persons who think that an artillery corps should also be formed 
in this mining district, as the activity and sharpness of the miners would be 
likely to turn out some of the best of artillerymen. Considering the ex- 
tent of sea coast, and the numerous forts and landing places of which an 
enemy might take advantage in Cornwall, there ought to be numerous 
rifle and artillery corps formed in the county, and this might be easily ac- 
complished in the populous districts of West Cornwall, provided the magis- 
trates, the gentry, and the influential class of mining agents and adven- 
turers would do their duty in the raising of such corps, and in subscribing 
towards their expenses. Penzance has set a very praiseworthy example in 
this respect, where not only men but money is forthcoming towards the 
cost of equipment, rifles, and other necessary expenditure. Camborne, 
Redruth, Truro, and Falmouth most certainly ought not to be behind Pen- 
zance in this patriotic movement. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
(PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 
Jury 7.—The general trade of the north-eastern ports at present is in 
a very healthy state. The Alkali Trade on the Tyne, which is very exten- 
Sive, is pretty brisk, and the export trade in coal also continues good. 
The general position of the Coal and Iron Trades has undergone no par- 
ticular change. The exports of iron for the five months ending May 31 


ae been on an extensive scale, and show a considerable increase gene- 
rally as compared with the same period last year, the only exception being 
bol Pig-iron, waich shows a falling off of about 18 per cent.; but in bar, 

t, and cailway iron, and indeed in every other description, there has 
fallin 4 Qreat increase. In steam-engines there has been a considerable 

ing off. At the Consett Iron-Works considerable activity prevails, and 
& movement has begun there for the purpose of establishing a very great 
desideratum—that is, a weekly market. At this busy hive of industry the 
three villages of Consett, Blackhill, and Leadgate have a population of 
15,000, and those three places are destined to become one at no distant 
date there can be little doubt. They are situated about 14 miles equi- 
distant from Durham, Hexham, and Newcastle, the nearest market towns, 
50 that a weekly market will be of great service to the inhabitants of the 
district generally. 

The sinking of the shafts at the North Seaton “ winning” has been im- 
peded lately by water, but is again resumed. The sinking of the new shaft 
at Newsham in connection with the Cowpen Colliery is also suspended at 
present, on account of water. This is also the case with the new shaft at 
the Seaton Delaval Colliery, where they are at present engaged in putting 
im metal tubbing to keep the water back, which is expected to be completed 
im a short time, and the sinking resumed. A new engine ot 70-horse 
power has been erected at the Holywell new pit, for the purpose of pump- 
ing water and drawing coals, and is expected to be got to work shortly. 

Several accidents have, we regret to state, occurred in the district lately. 
An old man of the name of Aitken was shockingly mutilated lately in one 
of the pits at Washington Colliery, by coming in contact with a tram of 
laden coal tubs. He appears to have been hurrying along the roadway in 
a very incautious manner, without noticing the approaching tram, although 
places are provided for the safety of passengers; his own carelessness and 
recklessness appears to have been the cause of the accident. 

Another accident, resulting in the death of J. Hall, aged 66, a work- 

man in the Londonderry Pit, at a It was proved by J. Walker, 
whom the jury visited in bed, that on Tuesday week he and Hall were at 
work in the pit, when some stone fell on them, and Hall was killed on the 
spot. Walker was got out some time afterwards, and had a most mira- 
culous escape; a large stone, 3 feet broad, 5 ft. long, and 2 ft. 9 in. thick, 
covered him, and before he could be got out this had to be broken in three 
places. Walker stated that on account of the rubbish the place could not 
be timbered. The deputy had examined the place the day before, and 
saw no sign of danger. The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental 
Death.” On Monday week an inquest was held at Willington, on the 
body of J. Cockcroft, aged 12 years, who was killed on the Friday pre- 
vious at Page Bank Colliery. Mr. Atkinson, the Government Inspector, 
was present. Deceased was killed by the cage leaving the bottom of the 
shaft before he had time to get properly in, by which means his head came 
in contact with the bunting, and killed him instantaneously. A number 
of witnesses were examined, whose evidence showed that the accident oc- 
curred through the neglect of the brakesman in not paying proper atten- 
tion to the signals in use. The jury found that J. Cockcroft was killed 
by the brakesman, George Brown, drawing up the cage without being sig- 
nalled, and that the said G. Brown is, therefore, guilty of manslaughter. 
Brown was then removed in custody, but the coroner stated that he would 
accept bail for his appearance at the Assizes. 
_ A letter has been written by Mr. Jaffrey, of Hartlepool, and published 
in the Nemeastie Daily Chronicle, on the subject of marine steam boilers 
and the consumption of fuel, which appears of so much importance that I 
think it worth giving here:— 

In the latter end of last year some correspond pr d in your pages upon the 
merits of “ North Country v. Welsh Coals,” which instead of being confined to the ques- 
tion mooted, was, through the Billingsgate propensity of one of your correspondents, 
abruptly terminated, because the writer believed no practical fact could ever be demon- 
strated if it were made the vehicle of personal attack. 

What I wished last year to show was, that with boilers properly constructed steam- 
ship owners would find that North Country coal is very much superior to Welsh for all 
sea-going purposes, and that in the great majority of boilers now in use a very large pro- 
portion of the primary elements of the fuel is wasted and rendered destructive to the 
boilers, instead of generating steam. In illustration and further confirmation of these 
statements, I beg to give you the results obtained from two new boilers we have lately 
fitted on board steamers—the Countess of Durham and Viscount Lambton. The former 
boilers in both ships had onJy been in use for three vears, and could not be called old; 
and that there may be no réom for cavil or doubt, I give you anextract from a letier re- 
ceived from the Earl of Darham’s engineer, Mr. R. P. Clark, who writes thus :— 

“The consumption of coals in the Countess of Durham's old boiler for the average of 
four voyages was 5814 tons per London voyage, with the new boiler it is about 39 tons per 
voyage; but with the last alteration of bars, which has hardly been fairly tested yet, 
having onlv gone one voyage since, I expect the consumption will be below 39 tons per 
London voyage. The captain of the Viscount says his consumption with old boilers was 
68 tons per London voyage, with the new boiler it is 3534 tons per London voyage.” 

In reference to this last it is but right to say that the principle of auperheating steam 
was carried to & larger extent in this steamer than in the Countess of Durham, and to 
that, as well as Being fitted with an improved form of propeller, must be given a share of 
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the increased economy obtained. In both these new boilers, I may remark, the fuel is 
consumed without the production of smoke. 

Much has been said about the enormous expense attending screw colliers and screw 
steam-ships generally, but if we are to take the above as a specimen of the manner in 
which fuel has been thrown to the winds, simply from the fact that boilers have been 
constructed upon a false principle in detail, and if by the above fact such a direct amouit 
of economy can be obtained by the substitutiou of correct principles in their construc- 
tion, independent of the indirect and collateral saving, I may be pardoned for saying that 
steam-ship owners need not despair of making this kind of property a profitable and sa- 
tisfactory investment. Should you deem these remarks of any public utility, perhaps 
you may find room for them in an early impression.—G. W. Jarrrey. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN S0UTH WALES } 

Jury 7.—In no important respect has the position of trade changed since 
we last wrote. Scarcity of water still causes partial cessation of some of 
the works, and the weather experienced this week will add to the inconve- 
nience. The approaching meetings of the ironmasters in the Staffordshire 
and Worcestershire districts are looked forward to with much interest, as 
the resolutions which are arrived at will have considerable influence here. 
The Coal Trade is quiet. Freights remain nearly the same as those quoted 
in last week’s Journal. 

From a parliamentary return, it appears that during the twelve months 
ending Jan. 5 last, 40,194 tons of copper ore, and 13,618 tons of regulus, 
were imported into Swansea ; the total amounts imported into the whole 
of the United Kingdom being 78,641 tons of copper ore, and 18,458 tons 
of regulus. 

The arrivals of copper ore at Swansea during the week have been on a 
moderate scale. Trade, however, is reported brisk, and large exports of 
patent fuel have been made. ; 

The next meeting of the South Wales Institute of Engineers will take 
place at Swansea, on Friday and Saturday, July 22 and 23. Several im- 
portant papers will be rea, and interesting discussions are anticipated. 
The meetings will take place at the Royal Institution of South Wales. 

The Penarth Railway to Ely Tidal Harbour is now completed, and has 
been opened for traffic. The new docks are progressing but slowly, but 
it is understood that more energetic exertions will shortly be made. 

An examination of the pupils of the Bristol School of Mines took place 
last week at the School-house, Bristol. Any bailiffs, overmen, or others, 
engaged in the management of mines, were allowed to come forward. The 
examination was conducted by Professor Ramsay, F.R.S., ot the Govern- 
ment School of Mines, London, assisted by Mr. Lionel Brough, Inspector 
of Mines, Mr. G. C. Greenwell, F.G.S., and other gentlemen, and it em- 
braced—practical mining, timbering, and ventilation ; machinery, boring, 
carrying roads, putting in dams ; the causes of accidents, and the best 
means of preventing them; reading, writing, geology, and general capabi- 
lity. The result of the examination will not be made public until the ex- 
aminer presents his report, after which the prizes will be distributed. 

A fatal accident occurred at the Blaina Works, on Wednesday morning, 
toa man named Thomas Watkins. He was employed as night watch- 
man at the Cwm Celyn furnaces, ancl is supposed to have sat down on the 
parapet of the furnace, and fallen asleep. He fell to the ground, a depth 
of about 60 feet, and was discovered early in the morning with a large 
stone fixed in his skull. Death was probably almost instantaneous. The 
unfortunate man had suffered amputation of both arms through an accident 
at the same works a few years back. An inquest has been held before Mr. 
Brewer, coroner, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death.” 

When under examination before a Committee of the House of Commons, 
with respect to the Brecon and Merthyr Tydvil Junction Railway, Mr. 
Bruce, M.P., one of the managing trustees of the Dowlais [ron- Works, and 
Vice-chairman of the Vale of Neath Railway, took occasion to state some, 
interesting particulars regarding the Merthyr district. He believed the 
population to be now 100,000, and in twenty years the number of resi- 
dents had doubled. He considered that 1,000,000/. a year would be a 
correct estimate of the wages for labour paid in the parish. The Dowlais 
company alone paid nearly 500,0007 per annum in wages : 7000 persons 
came weekly to their pay-tables to receive wages. The company have 
about 280 horses of their own at work, and employ a large number be- 
sides through contractors. These few facts will serve to convey to strangers 
some idea of the extent of the works in question. Nothing further has 
transpired with respect to the Penydarren or Hirwain Works. 





THE IRON anv METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT aT WOLVERHAMPTON. } 

Jury 7.—The week between the preliminary meeting and the quar- 
terly meetings, which take place next week, is usually a dull one, and the 
present is no exception. Most of the makers of superior finished iron are 
tairly supplied with orders, but there are not generally many on hand, and 
some whose quality is in good repute are slack. Makers of inferior iron 


have no chance of doing much, as the low prices prevailing in South Wales, 
and other districts possessing the means of producing second rate iron 
cheaply, make competition here in this quality of iron hopeless. Good 
qualities of pig-iron are firm in price, but the saleisdull. It is hoped that 
greater activity will be experienced after quarter-day. 

In the Hardware Trades there is no change. Some branches are dull, 
but generally the home demand is tolerably good. The South American 
trade is very dull, as it has been for more than twelve months. The ac- 
counts by the last mail, received this week, represent commercial affairs 
there as extremely depressed. The news of the breaking out of the war 
in Northern Italy, and of the consequent tightness in the money market, 
had just arrived, and produced quite a panic. Discounts rose to 2 per 
cent. per month. This state of things would, no doubt, be temporary, as 
the receipt of intelligence of the rapid subsidence of the excitement in the 
money market here would allay the apprehension which led to it. 

The continental trade is extremely dull. 

Tin is very firm. As stated at the time, the late reduction was probably 
only made with a view to the holders of tin in this country purchasing 
more cheaply at the forthcoming Dutch sales. The general impression is, 
that after those sales the price will advance, and manufacturers are desir- 
ous of laying in stocks at present rates, but they commonly obtain small 
quantities from the dealers. , 

The suspension of Messrs. Stevens Brothers, of Liverpool, will affect a 
considerable number of the merchants in this town and in Birmingham, 
and also some houses connected with the iron trade. 

An information laid against Mr. C. Smith, owner of a small colliery 
near Wednesfield, charging him with a violation ot 5 and 6 Vic., c. 99, 
was heard before the Wolverhampton i esterday. Thecharge, 
which was fully sustained, was that the defendant had employed a youth 
under the age of 15—he was not 11 years old—to superintend a gin 
driven by a horse which was used for raising and lowering the miners. It 
was stated, in justification or exoneration of the defendant, that there were 
hundreds of cases in the district where this provision of Lord Ashley’s 
(now Earl Shaftesbury) Act is regularly violated. A penalty of 20/.— 
the minimum amount under the Act for this offence—was imposed, with 
costs. A common informer laid the information, and it is expected to be 
the first of many. Proprietors of coal mines will act wisely in reading 
the Act, and enquiring whether they are offending against this or any 
other of its provisions, especially that which prohibits the employment 
of boys in coal mines under 10 years of age, which is said to be broken 
n this locality with impunity.

Urmisinc Waste Hear rrom Siacs.—In iron and other manufac- 
tures large quantities of heat are carried off and wasted in the slags tapped from the Blast 
and other furnaces. Mr. Hugh Lee Pattinson, of Stotes Hall, Newcastle-on-Tyne, has, 
therefore, patented an Invention which consists in employing, by the aid of suitable ap- 
paratus, such waste heat in the heating of aeriform and other fluids. The arrangement 
of apparatus for these purposes may be varied, but it is preferred that the hot slags 
should be caused to move through suitable channels; whilst the air, or other fluid, is 
contained in contiguous channels, and by preference caused to move in an opposite direc- 
tion to that in which the slags move. 


Manuracture or Gas.—In order to generate gas for illuminating and 
heating purposes more economically than heretofore, Mr. Gerner,of Bayswater, proposes 
to muunt a vertical retort in a suitable furnace, and fit the retort with one or more pipes 
for conducting thereto the material to be converted into gas. When making illami- 
nating gas he uses one pipe to supply the liquid hydro-carbon to be converted into rich 
carburetted hydrogen, and another to supply water which is intended to be converted 
into hydrogen. When he requires gas for heating purposes only he dispenses with the 
use of liquid hydro-carbon, and obtains the gas solely by the decomposition of water 
into its elements. 


APpPpaRATUS FOR Raising Water.—Mr. Robert Nelson, of New York, 
proposes to obtain a vacuum by the ignition of heated hydrocarbon fluids, such as tur- 
pentine, naphtha, &. The volatilised fluids are employed as steam, and the vacuum is 
then produced by the explosion of the said volatilised fluids. 


SusstituTe FoR Sream.—Dr. A. I. Ensman, of Stettin proposes as a 
substitute tor steam curvonic acid in a solid form, and anticipates that his discovery 
will enable the navigation of the atmosphere with balloons. it is nearly a quarter of a 
century since Thilorier succeeded in producing solid carbonic acid, and the process of 
making it has since been much simplified by Faraday and Natterer. Faraday has stated 
that carbonic acid is a siagular -ubstance, on account of the high pressure which ema- 
nates from it in passing from the solid state; there is nothing equal to it in this respect, 
and it reverses entirely the natural order of other substances. The reason of Dr. Ensman 
concluding that it is possible to employ the substance for the purpose named is that its 
vapour has an enormous pressure, which increases with its temperature. At Zero, it is 
equal to 23 atmospheres; at 16°, to 29 atmospheres; and at 32°, to 38 atmospheres. 
The only difficulty was the production of the solid acid in sufficient quantities; but 
Natterer has now succeeded in obtaining several pounds at once, and his apparatus, 
which will stand a pressure of 2000 atmospheres, is now sold in Vienna for 10/. Although 
we are told the cost of the apparatus, we are not told the cost per pound of the acid, nor 
its economy as compared with steam; but unless the cost of manufacture be marvellously 
small, the dector’s suggestion appears scarcely practicable. He proposes the application 
of the principle of reaction, or the imparting of a rocket-like motion to the engine. A 
vessel of sufficient strength is to be filled with the solid acid, and provided with a stop- 
cock and vaive; by opening which the acid will be allowed to change into gas, and its 
great pressure in escaping will move the carriage to which the vessel is attached in an 
opposite direction with a velocity and force equal to the pressure and the area of the 
rocket vessel. He considers that an engine of this kind might, if attached to the car of 
a balloon, be made to impel it in any required direction. He does not expect any great 
results from aerial navigation, but thinks its principal advantage would be its applica- 
tion to railroads. 

ALUMINIUM FoR GuNs.—A pistol barrel has recently been exhibited in 
Paris, manufactured of an alloy composed of tin, iron, and aluminium. The alloy is six 
times stronger than bronze, aud can be forged at a red heat, and hammered like steel ; 
its greatest recommendation, however, is that it will never rust.
